The fire occurred as agents of 
the Santa Fe railroad were notify- 
ing mill and elevator owners that 
the railroad had heard a rumor of 
"an organized and concerted ef- 
fort x x x to damage wheat 
in 
utorage.1' 
The warning said the 


efforts would be likely to occur 
Wednesday or Thursday. 


Officials of the railroad in Ama- 
rillo said they believed "a radi- 
cal element on the Pacific coast 
may be planning to destroy wheat 
in storage by fire or chemicals-"
